Similar Jetters in the several figares refer to corresponding parts, 

A isthe main pipe for conducting the propelling water from the head, or reservoir, to 
the pyramidal air-chamber. The pips descends below the level of that portion of it 
which connects with the air-chamber jast before itreaches the said chamber, and then 
ascends in a carved line to it, forming a carved bend in the pipe,as at A’, for the pur- 
pose of preventing the air received at thé Valge'B, during the time in which the yacuam 
is prodaced in the air and water chamber, as hereafter described, from filling the pipe 
A, as the air will not descend at said bend in the tabe, so that the surplas of seid air, 
after having filled the condensing chamber L, may be carried off by the current of wa- 
ter, through the valve B. 

The pipe A is enlarged below the air-chamber L, as at A?, and has an opening O, 
into the air-chamber L, through which the water passes when the valve B is closed. 

B isa valve attached to a carved, vibrating lever C, turning on gadgeons D, in boxes, 
as its falcram, having a set screw E, for regalating the descent of the valve, and a 
counter balance F’, for adjusting the valve. Whenthis valve B is down, as shown in 
Fig. 7, the water from the head flows through the opening, which it closes; when it is 
ap, as shown in Fig. 6, the water rises into the pyramidal chamber L, through the open- 
ing O, and condenses the air therein. 

H is a pipe for conveying the spring water to the spring water chamber. 
chamber into which the water is forced. J is the valve for holding it. Kis a pipe, or 
hose, for conveying the water to its place of destination. ‘The above named parts, let- 
tered from A to K, inclusive, are made and operated in the usual manner. The im- 
provements are as follows: 

L is a pyramidal chamber, into which air is admitted through the valve B, when it 
descends by the pressure of the external air, to supply the partial vacgum created in the 
pipe A, aod chambers L and N. : 

This pyramidal chamber has a communication, by a small opening M, at the top, with 
another chamber, N, called the spring or pure water chamber; throagh which opening 
M, the air, 80 condensed, is forced, and presses on the spring or other water, introdaced 
into the same through the pipe H, by which pressure the water in ssid spring water 

chamber is forced upward through a tube P, reaching to near the bottom of said chamber 
N, through the valve J, into the air-chamber I; said valve being represented as open 
in Fig. 6, and as closed in Fig. 7. 

To raise water with this machiae, open the valve B, and Jet the water flow oat; then, 
by closing the valve B, the water, which is now in metion in the pipe A, will pass 
through the opening O, into the pyramidal condensing chamber L, and condense the air 
the same as before; the condensed air will force the spring water up the tube P, (which 
had entered through the pipe H, daring the continuance of the partial vacuum above 
spoken of,) into the chamber I, and condense the air therein, antil its density is equal 
to that in the condensing chambers L and N, below. At this time the spring water will 
cease to flow into the air-chamber I, the valve J closes, and the air in the chambera It 
L and N commences expanding, that in the lower chambers, L and N, giving motion to 
the propelling fluid and driving it backward, producing a partial vacuam in the machine, 
and the air in the upper chamber I, forcing the spring water to its place of destination. 

The said partial vacuum in the machine, caused by the reaction of the machine, as 
aforesaid, and the pressure of the external atmosphere on the valve B, will cause if to 
open again. The water from the head then flows through this valve with an accelerating 
movement, until it has acquired that degree of velocity as to cause the valve to close.— 
The water having no longer any vent through the valve B, passes through the opening O, 
into the pyramidal air-chamber L, and repeats the operation above mentioned, succes- 
sively. 

In this manner the operation will continue as long as the machine remains in order, and 
there is a head of water to propel it. The valve V is forthe purpose of supplying the 
chamber I with air, by admitting said air into the tabe P. The said air is admitted dar- 
ing the time that the partial vacuum above mentioned takes place. The air thas intro- 
duced iuto the tube P, ascends to the top of the same, and is forced into the chamber I, 
at the next stroke cf the machine; said valve V is represented open in Fig. 7, and may 
be closed or regulated by screwing the thumb-acrew V. s 

The principal advantages this machine possesses over other machines, are : 

Jst. In case of forcing up pure water by the propelling power of a running stream of 
water less pure, there is no possibility of the impure water mixing with the pure, there 
being at that time a colamn of condensed air between the two waters. 

2ad. The water being forced into the upper chamber I, by the condensation of air in 
the lower chamber, the valve J opens more slowly than when water alone is made the 
propelling mediam, and also shats more slowly, thereby preventing the water from es- 
caping back through the valve J, after it is forced up; the valve J being nearly closed 
when the water ceases to flow upward into the chamber I. This advantage, upon trial, 
is found to be of considerable importance, enabling the machine thus operated, to force, 


with a given quantity of water, several barrels mure of water per day than it would oth- 
erwise do.

3rd. There being no valve between the condensed air in the lower chamber and the 
driving water, or at the opening O, said air is permitted to act a longer time in forcing 
back said driving water, and thereby making a more complete vacuum than in other 
machines, and rendering useless the spring for opening the outlet valve B, as used in 
several machines. 

It is not necessary that the spring water chamberN, and the air-chamber L, should 
be enclosed by the same envelope, but they may form separate chambers, and they 
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may be arranged in any convenient way or 
manner most acceptable to the constructor,

How to treat Lard.—The trying ot lard 
is an important branch of economy, requir- 


| ing a little care and some direct information. 


Water, be it remembered, should never be 
made ase of in this process, since it cooks 
the fat and makes it soft and liable to be- 
come speedily rancid. Put a Jump of fat 
into a pot, and then stand the pot along-side 
of the fire, gathering around ita few em- 
hers; let a little of the fat try out, after 
which pat the fat over the fire; with such 
precaution there isno danger of the lard’s 
scorching and no need of water, but the 
lard, when fally cold will be found quite 
firm and solid, which cannot be the case if 
water be made use of in trying out. [Sei- 
entific American. 


Test of Pure Tea.—Make your tea as 
usaal, then poar off the first, filling up with 
water, and instead of replenishing the tea- 
pot for a second cup, turn out the leaves on 
a plate. If they are the real tea, they will 
retain their usual color, batif they are sloe 
or ash, or any other sach production, the 
false coloring matter will have been car- 
ried off inthe water, and the leaves will 
remain quite black.

MISCELLANEOUS DEPARTS 
Geological Facts. 

Some twenty or thirty feet below the level 
of the plain aronnd Richmond, Virginia, oc- 
curs one of the most remarkable deposites in 
this country, orn any country. The p:scein 
which we have found it most iully developed 

here the small brook at the east end aad 
on the north side of Clay street empties into} 
Shockoe Creek. On the bank of that brook | 
will be seen a stratum from ten to fi‘teen feet 
thick, which most persons would call white 
clay ; but Prof. W. B. Rogers, of the Uni- 
versity, (the State Geologist,) has acertiained

skeletons ot animalculaew or in fusoria—that 
microscopic animsls. ‘These skeletons, 
consisting of silex, are incredibly small, so 
thateach cubic inch ef this infusorial earth 
contains many thousand millions of them.— 
How inconeeivably numerous, therefore, must | 
they be, to forma deposite at least tem feet 
thick and extending many miles over the ad- 
geountry! It hasexcited great inter- 
yng the learned naturalists of Earope 
own country, and henceforth 
nene of them Richmond without! 
searching at once for this deposite. Profes- | 
sor Ehrenberg, of Prussia, the most emiment 
of living micruscopists bas examined speci 
nens from this place, and discovered at least | 
({ state from | 
recollection on!y) ofthese minutest of animals 
To discover them in this almost 
mpalpable dust requires a powerful micro 
scope : and therefore, many who 
look at specimens with the naked eye will be 
very incredujous as to these statements. Bat 
they are considered as established facts by the 
scieatific world. 

The substance may be distinguished from 
clay by being much lighter whendry. It as 
| much heavier than r.agnesia, 
In other parts of the world it is 
sometimes used for polishing powder. From 
a slight trial, I judge that the Richmond de- 
posit would answer the same purpose. 

Beneath the intusorial veposit is a greenish 
or bluish clay, containing numerous sea-shells 
orrather casts and movids of them, with 
sharks teeth, &c ; but these, although of deep 
interest to geologists, will pot excite much at- 
tention from others. 

It can hardly be dout 
region was covered by the ocean, the waters 
swarmed with microscopic an:mslcula@ whose 
skeletons, as the enima! died, dropped to the 
hottom and in course of ages accumulated 
prodigious y. But when we recollect how as- 
tonisningly fast they multiply, we need not 
suppose many centuries necessary to produce | 
even this extraerdivary thickness.—[{Chris- 
uan W aichman.

We lately met with ig an English period:- 
eal the following account of the singular pro- 
pensity ofa poor idiot, who seemed to mant- 
fest no mental powers, excepting in catching 
or entrapping bees, in which he showed great 
Gexterity : 

A Bee Eater, We had in this village 
more than twenly years ago an idiot boy, 
whom I well remember, wno from a child, 
showed a strong propensity to bees ; they 
were his food, his amusemeat, his sole onject. 
And as people of this cast have seldom more 
than one point in view, so this lad exerted all 
his few faculties on this one pursuit, Io the 





winter he dosed away his time, within his 
father’s house, by the fireside, ina kind of | 
torpid state, seldom departing from the chim. | 
ney corner ; but im the summer he was al|! 
alert, and 1 quest of his game in the fields, | 
and onstany banks. Homey bees, humble-| 
bees, and wasps, were his prey wherever he 
found them ; he had no apprehensions from, 
their stings, but would seize ihem nudis man- 
ibus, and at once disarm them of their weap- 
oas. and suck their bodies for the sake of their 
honey bags. Sometimes he would fill his 
bosom between his slurt and his skin with a 
number of these captives ; and sometimes 
would confine them in boules. He was a 
very merops apiaster, or dee-bird; and very 
injurious to men whe kept bees ; for he would 
o their bee-gardens, and situng down 
stools, would rap with bis dager oa 
the hives, and so take the bees as they came 
out. He has been kaown to overturn hives 
for the sake of honey, of which he was pass 
sionately food. Where metheglin was mak- 
ing, he would linger round the tubs and ves- 
sels, begging a draftoft what he called bee. 
wine. Ashe ram about he used to make a 
humming noise with his lips, resembling the 
buzzigg of bees. This lad was lean and 
sallow, and of a cadaverous complexion ; and 
except in his favorite pursait, ia which he 
was wonderfully sdroit, discovered no mau- 
ner of understanding.”
